Sicniticence of It 
(New York Commercial) 


When 15,000 people assemble in Madison 
Square Garden and 5000 outside vainly strive 
to get into the building, all intent upon prais- 
ing the soviet government of Russia—as hap- 
pened last Sunday afternoon in New York 
City—it is idle to say tha‘ Bolshevism has lit- 
tle support in the United States. 

The occasion was a memorial mass meeting 
for Lenine, the arch apostle of that brand of 
tyrannous rule which has no place in this re- 
public. The men and women who cons’ituted 
that gathering are not imbued with a desire 
to change some phase of our government or 
to advocate its alteration for the better, but 
to abolish it altogether and substitute in its 
place a dictatorship of the proletariat. 

Just what would such a change mean? 

The answer is found in Russia. The men 
and women who were at Madison Square Gar- 
den would give this country the form of mis- 
rule that has made that great empire a wreck. 

They would take from every property own- 
er in this, the greatest and most prosperous 
land under the sun, every last cent he pos- 
sessed and deprive him of all title to property. 

They would, in place of a free people choos- 
ing their own political representatives and 
through them making their own laws, substi- 
tute a minority composed of the ignorant, 
propertyless, jobless and inefficient, equipped 
with tyrannical powers over the very lives of 
all the rest of the inhabitants of the United 
States. 

They would destroy a free press, as has 
been done in Russia, abolish free speech, take 
children from their parents and put their up: 
bringing and training in the hands of com- 
missioners dedicated to the task of training 
all pupils to believe in the theories of Karl 
Marx, placard the churches with statements 
calculated to destroy faith in God and respect 
for things spiritual, lei loose an army of spies, 
to ferret out critics of their pet system that 
they might be imprisoned or shot, grab every 
bank, insurance company, factory, railroad 
or utilify of any kind, abolish the right of 
citizens to buy and sell merchandise after the 
ordinary manner and bring about such finan- 
cial, moral, spiritual, industrial and cultural 
eatacysm as would be unbelievable were it 
not for the appalling example of Russia. 

When, in a single city in the United S‘ates, 
it is possible to stage such a demonstration as 
that which took place at Madison Square Gar- 
den, let no man say that the menace of Bol- 
shevism here is a thing to be laughed at. 

Not the least significant episode of that 
meeting was the spectacle ¥f a fourteen-year- 
old boy exhorting the youth of the land to 
destroy its institutions. Poisoning the mind 
of childhood is considered by the Bolos as one 
of their cleverest plans for the eventual! over- 
throw of a stable, orderly government, dedi- 
cated to the protection of all the people from 
the very evils which they advocate with a 
fanaticism which is divorced from justice, 
right or reason. 

Great Britain calmly permitted such groups 
as that one of last Sunday to work upon the 
unthinking there until the time came when its 
government was in the hands of those dedi- 
cated to the ideals of Marx. Has not the ex- 
ample set by that country made Americans 
think? Would they have grown here the 
beast of destruction that has for so long be- 
deviled Europe to its great hurt and suffer- 
ing? Must patriots sit idly by while the ene- 
mies of the republic carry out plans to de- 
stroy it?

But “he corallary, 
of that is that they were laying the founda- 
tion of that success in the days of their youth, 
when unimpaired virility prompted and fur- 
thered ambition, and before the snows of many 
winters had silver$d their temples and lessen- 
ed both initiative and incentive. 

Suecess is not reached by a single bound. 
The structure of fame and usefulness does not 
arise, mushroom-like, in a night. So slow is 
the advance up the hill of endeavor, so im- 
perceptible are its graduations *hat neither 
the traveler nor the observer knows the mo- 
ment at which the most important step of all 
was taken. So closely intertwined are success

The factory value of products manufactured 
in the United States amounted to $60, 481, 
135,000 in 1928, the Census Bureau announce# 
in a summary of data collected in the last 
biennial census of manufacture. The 1923 
total was 38.5 per cent greater than that for 
1921, when the factory value for such prod- 
ucts totaled $43,653,283,000, but 2.5 per cent 
less than the 1919 total of $62,041,795,000. 


The decrease in 1923 as compared with 1919 
was attributed to the higher price levels of 
the earlier year, and it was explained that 
the output was estimated to be 19 per cent 
greater in quantity in 1923 than in 1919. 


During 1923 there were - 8,763,233 wage 
workers employed in manufacturing estab- 
lishments, as compared with 6,946,570 in 1921 
and 9,000,059 in 1919. Wage payments in 
1923 amounted to $10,985,895,000, which com- 
pares with a wage account of $8,200,324,000 in

Snakes rarely breed in captivity.

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Work Of The Riveter 

The frame-builder is followed by 
the riveter. To this latter work- 
man falls the duty of seeing that 
each plate is adequately fastened in 
its appointed place.

The fact, already mentioned, that 
snakes have no eyelids, and there- 
fore can never close their eyes, has 
given rise to @ widely-accepted no- 
tion that they never sleep. Never- 
theless, it is when they are asleep 
that they are most easily caught. 
A snake’s meal is a gorge, after 
which it always goes to sleep; and, 
being gorged, it cannot move 
quickly if awakened by danger. 

Ireland’s Only Serpent 

Conceivably the snakes might 
have driven Saint Patrick out of 
Ireland, if they had been pythons 
and anacondas. But those huge 
constrictors are exclusively trop- 
ical. As it was, he failed to elim- 
inate one species that is still found 
in the green isle—a small one not 
much over a foot long, with a band 
of bright yellow across its head. 
It is called the “ring snake.” 
Though rare in Ireland, it is com- 
mon in continental Europe. Being 
fond of water and with an ap- 
petite for little fishes, it frequents 
duck ponds. In parts of Germany 
people will not eat duck eggs be- 
cause of a curious belief that the 
duck mates with this kind of snake.

name “Woodrow Wilson” and birth and death years: “1856” and 
“1924.” Over it is a canopy of beautifully carved dark oak over which 
are set three histcric flags. In the center the American flag that the 
first U.S. troops carried on their march through London, the first 
American flag ever saluted by an English king on English soil; on 
either side, the official President’s Flags presented to Mr. Wilson by the 
Government at his two inaugural ceremonies.
